superintendent’s association held at 
the Tailoc hotel last week. 
He re­ 
ports having had a most interesting 
and 
enjoyable 
time. 
One 
point 
which will interest the people of this 
county is the notion in relation to 
county high schools. 
There 
was a 
section of the convention composed 
ot all those counties employing less 
tbau one hundred teachers 
in the 
public schools. 
Amador county is of 
course included in this list. 
A pro­ 
position was discussed, and met with 
unanimous favor, reoommending that 
the salaries of all county high schools 
t e 
paid 
entirely 
from 
the state 
treasury, and the establishment of a 
uniform rate of salary. 
I t was also 
recommended that 
each county be 
eutitled tolbaveu county high school, 
the county providing th e building 
and running expenses for the same, 
the state paying the salaries.

thought that the sobnol should be of 
the polyteohnieal 
order, where the 
pupils could 
be taught 
industrial 
branches. 
The idea seemed to take 
with all the superintendents as just 
the right thing.

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WHERE ARE WE AT. 


In party politics it is amost invariably the safe course to 
do the very thing the partisans of the opposite side do not 
want to have done, and leave undone the very things they 
want to have done. Democrats are not good advisers in the 
republican camp. We might say vice versa, but it is hardly 
necessary, as republicans as a rule are content to confine 
themselves to their own party affairs, and leave the democrats 
to run their business to suit themselves. Attempts to frater­ 
nize by labeling this or that office as non-partisan under our 
present elective system, and nominating one of the opposite 
political faith to fill that office, is only mischievous and de­ 
moralizing. Coquettry in politics is weakness under any 
circumstances, and is apt to be regarded as betrayal. When 
that idea gets abroad in the ranks, a lack of confidence is the 
result, and endless explanations are in order which are usual­ 
ly but transparent excuses, tending to make a bad matter 
worse. “Hew to the line, let the chips fall where they may,” 
is the proper motto to follow in politics, as in all other lines 
of human activity. 
We are moved to these remarks by the action of the repub­ 
lican county convention in nominating judge Rust, a lifelong 
democrat, present incumbent, for superior judge, and who 
had previously been selected as the candidate of his party for 
re-election. The impression is abroad that this denouement 
was the outcome of weeks and months of plotting and wire­ 
pulling, which were as unseemly and demoralizing to the 
party to be benefited as to the party of concession. It was 
not the spontaneous outburst of appreciation and compliment, 
regardless of partisan benefit, but just the reverse—a cold­ 
blooded interchange of supposedly strategic advantages, and 
dubbed by its promoters and executors as “ good politics.” 
The editor of the Ledger, by voice and pen, opposed this two- 
party alliance for one-paity benefit. He lias no apology to 
offer for so doing. He would take a similar course even 
though he stood solitary and alone in protest. The repub­ 
licans, it is true, had no candidate for judge. It is equally 
true that judge Rust is the best qualified man in Amador 
county for that position. But this afforded no plea to try to 
head off any competitor by seeking or accepting a nomina­ 
tion on two opposing tickets. The effects from a republican 
standpoint are as follows1: 
1. Usurpation of authority. A republican convention is 
called to transact business for that party only. It is not em­ 
powered to adopt candidates of the other side. 
2. Breeds dissension. It is policy to promote harmony, 
and avoid all cause for dissension. There was no call for 
throwing this bombshell into the ranks. The place could 
have been left open, for some straight-out republican from 
the outside, or the indorsement by the individual voter of an 
independent candidate should one offer. But it was to stave 
off all danger in either of these directions to the democratic 
nominee that this republican-democratic combination was en­ 
tered into. One-fourth of the convention had the moral 
courage to vote against this unseemly alliance. With a 
secret ballot, which is the customary and proper way to settle 
such matters, it is doubtful if the nomination would have 
carried at all. The “ big stick” has some weight. But even 
taking the vote as it stood as an index of the republican sen­ 
timent, it shows one-fourth of the republican party against 
the dicker. As a matter of fact, its supporters are in the 
minority, and the howl of disapproval is heard from one end 
of the county to the other. 


3. Unwarrantably interferes with the freedom of the voter. 
It is the privilege of a voter to cast his ballot for any one pn 
the opposing ticket. Whether republican or democrat lie ex­ 
ercises his right in this respect according to his own liking. 
But 110 man likes to be dictated to in this regard. This 
stuffing of the republican ticket with a democratic nominee is 
an attempt to force republicans to vote for a particular candi­ 
date outside of their party. No thinking citizen can relish 
being placed in that predicament. Manya republican might 
he disposed to vote voluutarily and freely outside his ticket 
011 an office which his party lias left vacant, hut lie is apt to 
rebel at compulsion. This sort of political coercion was any­ 
thing hut a diplomatic move.

Tn the year 1887 tho Rrlllsh purlin- 
merit pnssed nn net that’put on end to 
punishment by pillory. 
rreVlous to 
the conquest tills particular Instrument 
of correction was In use In England 
ntid went by the name of the “stretch 
neck.” It consisted of a wooden frame 
erected on a stool In which were three 
holes for the head and arms. 
For 
days together offenders against the 
common law were (bun exposed to pub­ 
lic view. From historic accounts It ap­ 
pears that this particular form of pun­ 
ishment was mctcd out to those con­ 
victed of frauds of every description 
not only In England, but in nearly 
every country In Europe. In the days 
of the star chamber, when religions 
feeling ran high, the pillory was the 
ordinary punishment meted out to 
those who offended against, the church. 
In IOS." Titus Gates was sentenced to 
be pilloried for five dnya In every year 
during the rest of Ills life. 
Another 
famous sufferer was Daniel Dofoo, the 
author of "Robinson Crusoe,” who 
stood for three days in the pillory In 
Chenpslde. It happened on occasions 
that (lie offender died while under­ 
going his sentence. During the time of 
exposure the condemned man was not 
allowed to receive food of any sort or 
description. 
The Inst occasion on 
which a pillory sentence was passed 
was in 1814.—London Globe.

Of all the mnnlns thnt afflict man­ 
kind the most ancient and curious is 
probably that for collecting. The vic­ 
tims collect pretty nearly everything 
from books to shoe buckles nnd from 
pots to postage stamps, but giant col­ 
lecting was the hobby of Frederick 
William I., king of Prussia.

All were fish w ho came to his 
net — Saxons, Austrians, Hessians, 
Turks, Swedes, Englishmen, Irishmen, 
Africans—provided they were at least 
two yards long.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises nn area of 
/UK square miles. 
It lies on th e wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and em braces within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
C lim ate.—T he climate of th e popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anyw here 
in California. 
As climate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
stato in attracting population, Am ador 
stands second to no county in th is re­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no doubt will in 
time, w hen Its climatic advantages are 
more th orou gh ly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss fnvored states, 
but for th e residents of other parts of 
California. T h e temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
arely rises to 100 degrees in th e su m ­ 
mer.

with 
factories,

subjects,” 
which would require an expenditure 
of m illions. 
The platform favors “ the estab lish ­ 
ment of district agricultural experi­ 
ment statious and secondary argioul- 
turul and m echanical colleges iu tho 
several states. ” 
If the government 
should erect and m aintain colleges in 
every state, it would have to spend 
many m illions an n u a lly . 
The pluttorm favors a “ liberal and 
comprehensive 
plan for 
improving 
every water 
cou rse 
iu tho Union 
which is ju stified 
by the needs of 
com m erce,” in clu d in g the connection 
of the Great B a k es with the 
G ulf, 
“ and the navigab le 
rivers 
with the 
each other, utpl tho rivers, hays and 
sounds of our 
coasts with each otlm? 
by artificial c a n a ls ;” and 
“ we favor 
the creation of a fund ampio for co n ­ 
tinuous work.” 
The possibilities of 
expenditure under suoh a piun are 
lim itless. 
The platform favors “ federal aid to 
state and 
loca l authorities in the 
couHtruotiou and maintenance ot post­ 
roads.” 
It tho 
govermeut should 
enter upon road 
building, it would 
have to spend m auy m illio n s in order 
to satisfy Hie state and local au th ori­ 
ties.

OUR BIG COUNTRY. 


A Season When the Sun Never Sots 
. 
on tho Stars and Stripes. 
There is only one flag that the sun 
never sets on—the British. 
I’.ut the 
American flag Is a close second, for 
the sun during* half the year never sets 
on it either. 
That is to say. these two 
are the only (lags that the sun is con­ 
tinuously shining over, no matter what 
his position in the heavens—the one al! 
the year round and the other during 
exactly half the year, from March 22 to 
Sept. 22. 
Of course It is true th at on mo day at 
all during the year can the sun be Been 
from any two points of continental 
United States at ail tim es during a 
period of twenty-four hours. 
But the 
United States naval observatory bas 
made careful calculations which by In­ 
cluding Alaska, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines show that 
between 
the 
spring and fall equinoxes the sun nev­ 
er ceases to shine in th e .eyes of tho 
American eagle. 
Perhaps nothing could make ns real­ 
ize how great a nation our expanded 
country is better than this simple as­ 
tronomical 
fact 
Moreover, 
within 
these two dates there a re also several 
other pairs, of eastern and western ex­ 
trem e points where the sam e condi­ 
tion obtains, though for m uch shorter 
times. 
It is not generally known, hut the 
easternmost point in the United States 
and its island possessions Is in the is­ 
land of Porto Rico—longitude <K> de­ 
grees 12 minutes w est latitude 18 de­ 
grees 20 minutes north. 
T he western­ 
most point is In Balobe island, in the 
Philippines—longitude 11G degree* 40 
minutes east, latitude 8 degrees 0 
minutes north. 
When the sun is at 
w hat the calendar m akers call “north 
declination” of 0 degrees 19 minutes— 
th a t is to say, on March 22 and on 
Sept. 22—it rises in Porto Rico at ex­ 
actly the sfnme time that it sets in th6 
island of Balobe. 
Between theso two 
dates during the winter months the 
sun does set on the United States, and 
during the remainder of the year, the 
sum m er months, it does n o t—Scrap 
Book. 


RATTLESNAKES’ TEETH. 


If You Should Happen to Get Any, 
Handle Them With Care. 
T he zoo keeper carefully unfolded a 
sm all paper packet, which looked as if 
it might contain a headache powder. 
“W ant a rattlesnake’s tooth?" he in­ 
quired. 
“Tooth?” 
“Well, call it a fang if you want to, 
but ain’t there something iu the good 
book about ’sharper than a serpent's 
tooth?’ 
Look at this oue and you'll 
think that the old fellow th a t wrote 
th a t must have known w h a t he was 
talking about.” 
H e opened the paper and showed 
w h at seemed like a miniature born. 
I t was shaped like a cow horn, which 
has only one curve. 
It w as yellowish 
white, like a discolored tooth. 
I t was about- three-quarters of an 
inch long and a sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter at the base, 
where it 
seemed as if it had been broken off. 
T he point was as sharp as a needle. 
A n eighth of an inch back of the point, 
on the outer curve of the tooth, was 
an opening, the end of a sort of tube, 
which ran the whole length of the 
tooth. 
This little channel through the tooth 
seem ed to be full of a dried substance, 
w hich the zoo keeper evidently regard­ 
ed with proper suspicion, for he warn­ 
ed the recipient of the tooth to handle 
th e sam e with care. 
H e did not think 
th a t one would get a true case of snake 
bite from oue of these discarded teeth, 
b u t if the skin should be scratched or 
pierced by it u bad sore would prob­ 
ably result. 
According to him, the keepers at the 
zoo often pick up these loose teeth in 
th e snake cages. They are apparently 
shed in the course of natural changes, 
som ething us tho serpent sheds Ills 
skin. 
They are uot merely the snake’s 
baby teeth, for he sheds them more 
th a n once.—Washington I’ost.

2d, That he did, on tho 13th of 
March, 1907, appropriate to his own 
uso the sum of 811,2.70, tho property 
of the corporation. 
3d. That an president of the bank, 
and in violation of ttio provisions of 
tho political corlo, bv a false report 
concerning 
the condition of tho 
bank, he deceived tho state batik 
commissioners by a report stating 
tliut on the 28th day of December, 
10U7, tbe capital stock of the corpora­ 
tion In coin was 830,000, when as a 
matter of fact it did not amount to 
suid sum or any other sum, 
Tho indictments against Peter Dabo- 
vich, aro based on the same allega­ 
tions upon which lie had previously 
been arrested namely: 
1st. T hat cn the 17th of December, 
100Í, 
he appropriated the sum ot 
8117.21, belonging to V. W. Norton. 
2d. Tbnt he did on the 8th day of 
January, 1908, appropriate to his own 
use tho sum of 8925, belonging to 
Michele F’aochlatio.

SHOT AND KILLED 


Whether an Accident 
or Suicide 
Uncertain, Tragedy on Cattle 
Range in Alpine County. 
Word was brought hero on Monday 
that I rank llarnert, the oldest son of 
the late Charles Hatnnit, was killed 
by a pistol shot, while on his summer 
stock raime in Alpine county. There 
are two brothers, F'rarik and Edward 
llamort, who annually drive their 
sleek to the mountain postures in 
Alpine county. 
Their range is in 
H"po valley, and embraces tho lands 
formerly owned by the Jato W. R. 
Williams 
and 
Murphys. 
They 
occupied the old Williams residence, 
ami there were there at, tho time tho 
deceased, his brother Edward, ami 
tho lattor’a wife, and Miss Maggie 
Flaming, a sister of Mrs Bamort, who 
was there on a visit, and had been 
there for two or three weeks. 
I ho first reports that reached here 
were to the oli'ect that the body of 
Bamort bad boon found on the range, 
a distance from home, with n gun­ 
shot wound in the head; that it had 
evidently been lying there about two 
days, and that it 
was a case of 
murder. 
It was reported that he had 
a quarrel with the forest ranger, and 
the supposition was that his death 
was related with this quarrel. 
Au effort was 
mudo trorn the 
stiuriH’s office hero to Hnd out the 
tacts by telephone, from the officers 
of Alpine county. 
Communication 
was opened indirectly with tbo sheriff 
through the Reno office. 
'The only 
reply from tho sheriff., that from what 
be could Hud out it was a case of 
suicide. 
It does not appear 
that any 
curoner’s inquest was held. 
But an 
undertaker was Hent for from Heuo, 
who went to ttio scene of the tragedy, 
and embalmed the body, preparatory 
to its removal to the home at 
Clements iu Bnu Joaquin county. 
'The remains passed .Martells Wed- 
nesday^eveniug, and: i^obert Fleming, 
who was accompanying the party 
that far, was in Jackson tbe same 
evening, Hiul brought the Hist definite 
accouut of the sad ait'air. Whether 
he was present on the range when 
the tragedy was enacted, we oatinot 
say, but at any rate his information 
came diroot from those who were 
there, iiis account is to this effect. 
“ The shooting occurred Sunday 
morning iu the dwelling on the old 
Williams place. The brother aud his 
wife, aud her sister were there when 
it happened. 
'There had been no quarrel with the 
forest ranger, so far as known; but it 
is said some dissatisfaction was ex­ 
pressed on accouut of the migratory 
tax imposed iu Alpine, the position 
taken being that it was bard to be 
mado to pay the federal government 
tor the privilege of ranging, aud a 
head tax to the county as well. 
On the fatal morning, deceased 
complained that tie was not feeling

Dooeused was about 34 years ot ago, 
ho was welt liked by all who knew 
him. No motive for suicido is known, 
lie was in good financial circum­ 
stances.

Fleming in Alpine county on tbo 9th

A Feminine Face Caused a Furore In 
California's Early Days. 
There were few women In tho Cali­ 
fornia mining camps in ilio old days, 
and the advent of an emigrant tvagoti 
"itii ;i woman In it cansiff a furore, 
as Is proved by the following Incident 
from the reminiscences of fonner Sen­ 
ator Will In in M. Stewart: 
“Women 
were no scarce in California at that 
time Hint this was sufficient to iiroltse 
Ilio whole mi nip. 
The 'boys,' ns we j 
were called, were scattered along the 


co y o te diggings for a distance of about 
f nr tniles, and when anything unusual 
happened I lie words, 'Oil. Joe!' would 
lie passed along the whole line. W hen 
I 
:w the feminine raiment i raised 
He' usual alarm, ‘(Jit, Joe!' and this 
'■ailed tho attention of the miners on 
Buckeye tillls. where ! was, to the 
clothesline which had attracted 
my 
n otice. 
They gathered around on the 
hill, nearly surrounding the covered 
wagon nnd its contents. 
Tho rush of 
the hoys in the Immedlnto vicinity to 
see the wonderful sight attracted those 
further away, and in less than ten m in­ 
utes two or three thousand young men 
were anxiously watching tho wagon, 
clothesline 
and 
fascinating 
lingerie. 
In alarm the man that belonged to the 
woman inside stuck his head out of a 
small tent beside the wagon. 
I ns- 
snred him th a t no harm was intended, 
but tlint we were very anxious to see 
the lady who was the owner of the 
cintiles. 
This nrotised her curiosity 
sufficiently to induce her to pull the 
curtain of the tent aside so that her 
face could lie discovered, but not fully 
seen. 
“I then proposed that we make a do­ 
nation to the first lady that had hon­ 
ored our camp with it visit. 
1 took 
from my enrap n buckskin hag. used 
for the purpose of carrying gold, and 
Invited th e boys to contribute. 
They 
came forw ard with great eagerness 
and poured out of their sucks gold 
dust am ounting to between $2,000 uud 
$3,000. 
I then proposed to appoint a 
committee to wait on the lady and 
present It. 
The motion wns unani­ 
mously carried, and one of the gentle­ 
men appointed on the committee sug­ 
gested m yself as chairman. 1 took the 
sack of gold and went within about 
thirty feet of the tent and made as 
good n speech as 1 could to Induce the 
lady to come out. assuring her tliut 
all the m en about her were gentlemen, 
that they had seen no ladles for so 
many m onths and that the presence 
of oue reminded them of their mothers 
anil sw eethearts at home. 
1 told her 
that the bag of gold was hers on con­ 
dition th a t she would come out and 
claim it. 
Her husband urged her to 
be brave, b u t when she ilually ven­ 
tured out about halfway the cheers 
were so vociferous that she was scared 
and ran back. 
“She repeated this performance sev­ 
eral times, and I kept moving slowly 
back far enough to get her away from 
the little tent so the hoys could have 
a good view of her. 
1 suppose half an 
hour was occupied with her running 
back and forth while the hoys looked 
on in admiration, when 1 finally gave 
her the bag, with all the good wishes 
of the cam p.

4. It encourages scratching the ballot. 
T h is is a very 
serious objection. 
In a presidential year, and with only one 
local candidate to be voted for outside of the judgeship, the 
percentage of scratched ballots should be reduced to a m ini­ 
mum, with the party candidates kept separate and distinct. 
But the republican voter in Amador county is placed in the 
predicament that he cannot vote a straight ticket by simply 
stamping a cross in the circle at the head of the ticket, with­ 
out voting for a democrat. 
In other words, a straight ballot 
does not mean an all-down-tbe-line vote for republican candi­ 
dates for him. 
It means that for the democratic voter, but 
not for the republican. 
Hence the latter is placed at a de­ 
cided disadvantage by the act of his own party convention. 
If he wishes to signify his disapproval of such coercive tactics 
he must stamp his ballot opposite the name of every candi 
date for whom he wishes to vote. 
When he is thus forced 
into the scratching business against his w ill, straight-out 
candidates of his party arc liable to suffer in the mix-up, 
either from mistake or design. 
It is surely loyal partyism 
to avoid such risks, instead of running deliberately into them 
Under the pretext of “good politics.” 
5. It exposes the party to ridicule. 
From one end of the 
county to the other, the matter has called forth derisive 
laughter on all sides. 
It is looked upon as a vicarious sacri­ 
fice by one political organization for the benefit of the other, 
with the feeling of humiliation and disgust among republi­ 
cans at being thus made a laughing-stock in the house 
of their friends. 
6. The excuse of taking the judgeship out of politics, 
pressed to its ultimatum, means the abandonment of party 
lines in county affairs. 
The district attorneyship, the super­ 
visors, and in fact every other county office, might with just 
as much reason be termed non-partisan, as the judgeship. 
The official duties of each are required to be conducted in the 
interest of the public, regardless of party. 
But in truth, the 
patronage that belongs to each and all of them is expected 
to be given toward strengthening the political organization to 
which the individual belongs, and owes his nomination and 
election. 
The party that adópts a policy contrary to this 
well recognized rule is making a bid tor disruption. 
But perhaps the silliest excuse of all is the one mostly re­ 
sorted by its advocates in defending this action, namely that 
it will have the effect of preventing the judge from election­ 
eering against republican candidates hereafter. T h is position 
is too hum iliating to merit discussion. 


T H E T A X R A T E . 


The supervisors have established the tax rate for state and 
county purposes at $2 011 the $100, the same rate as laat 
year. 
The reduced rate of 40 cents for state purposes, being 
4y2 cents lower than last year, has had no effect in reducing 
the amount that the taxpayers of this county w ill be called 
upon to pay. 
True the reduced assessment roll w ill make 
the amount raised for local purposes about the same as last 


year. 
W ithin the city limits of Jackson the rate w ill be $1.55 on 
the $100 as'tlie city taxpayers are exempt from the road and 
bridge levies for county purposes, which total 45 cents. 
The 
city tax rate is 65 cents on the $100, so that the total pro­ 
perty taxes for all purposes in Jackson will be $2.20, mak­ 
ing a clear tax, after all deduction, of 20 cents extra that we 
have to contribute for self government as an incorporated 
city. 
This is not a heavy burden, although it is something 
of a lift over the demauds of last year, notwithstanding the 
reduction of 5 cents within the city.
